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Legislated 
teacher deal 
finds support

Alberta’s education minis¬ 
ter has asked two-thirds of 
school boards in the prov¬ 
ince if they would support 
a legislated teachers’ con¬ 
tract, and some trustees 
openly agree with the idea, 
a spokesperson said Sunday. 

Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson has been gauging 
support with boards during 
meetings held ahead of the 
provincial budget unveiling 
in March, press secretary 
Kim Capstick said. 

She added that the idea 
of a legislated deal was ori¬ 


ginally pitched to the minis¬ 
ter in a meeting shortly after 
tripartite talks on a new 
provincewide deal failed in 
December, throwing nego¬ 
tiations to local bargaining 
for the first time in five 
years. 

“I think, for the most 
part, people are just anx¬ 
ious about any possibility 
of labour disruption in the 
classroom — but I don’t 
think we’re there yet,” Cap- 
stick said, adding the min¬ 
istry is hearing reports that 
some negotiations aren’t 
going as quickly as initially 
hoped. 

Sticking points during 
original negotiations in¬ 
cluded an Alberta Teachers’ 
Association wish to restrict 
assigned hours for members 
and a government move to 
remove that group’s veto 
power on instructional 
policy and legislation. 

Elaine Horner, vice-chair 


for the Prairie Land Regional 
Division, said her board met 
with Johnson on Jan. 17 and 
was “non-committal” on a 
legislated deal. 

“I know that the gov¬ 
ernment was disappointed 
when the ATA walked away 
from the tripartite table,” 
she said, before adding a 
government-mandated con¬ 
tract would allow the ATA to 
“do what they really should 
be doing and that’s being 
the professional organiza¬ 
tion (for teachers) instead of 
a union.” 

Jean Boisvert, vice-chair 
for Elk Island Catholic 
Schools, also confirmed 
talks of a legislated deal 
when his board met with 
Johnson, but admitted he 
has concerns. 

“We’d like to be able to 
finish our process,” he said. 
“Legislation always seems to 
leave a bad taste in people’s 
mouths.”

It has the power to turn Al¬ 
berta’s deficit into a healthy 
surplus, without cutting a 
single government service, 
but the government is ada¬ 
mant a sales tax will not be 
coming to the province. 

While the government in¬ 
sists it’s not on the table, the 
sales tax is an option on the 
government’s online budget 
tool at www.budgetchoice. 
ca. 

A five-per-cent sales tax 
would bring in $5 billion in 
revenue, turning the gov¬ 
ernment’s projected $2.6 bil¬ 
lion deficit to a $2.4 billion 
surplus. 

Finance Minister Doug 
Horner’s spokesperson 
Robyn Cochrane said the 


sales tax is on the budget 
calculator only to show op¬ 
tions. 

“It’s not telegraphing 
what we are putting into the 
budget. It’s just a reasonable 
amount of options for some¬ 
one to play with it,” she said. 

Cochrane said the point 
is to demonstrate the chal¬ 
lenge government faces. 

“It is not just as easy as 
cutting salaries for mid-level 
managers and you balance 
the budget,” she said. 

Bill Moore-Kilgannon, 
with Public Interest Alberta 
said a sales tax is a bad idea, 
because it would unfairly 
punish poorer people who 
spend most of their income. 

“I think the government

bring in new volunteers and 
having corporations donate 
pennies helped introduce 
the community to the char¬ 
ity’s work, he said.

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RCMP kept a close eye on 
the Occupy Ottawa protest 


Access-to-information 
request. Documents 
show Mounties nabbed 
pamphlets, monitored 
social media sites and 
counted participants 


The Mounties compiled a dossi¬ 
er on the Occupy Ottawa move¬ 
ment, scouring social media 
and quizzing campus security 
after protesters held planning 
sessions at a university, newly 
released documents show 

Meeting notes show there 
were also plans to monitor the 
Confederation Park protest site 
using a camera mounted to the 
nearby offices of the National 
Capital Commission (NCC). 

The camera is normally 
pointed at Ottawa’s city hall, 
the notes say However, the 
NCC says it does not operate 
the camera and it did not use 
the device to monitor protests. 

The documents show NCC 


staff did keep close tabs on 
the makeshift encampment 
throughout the occupation, 
snapping dozens of photo¬ 
graphs and reporting on the 
protesters’ activities. 

Details about the surveil¬ 
lance tactics are only now com¬ 
ing to light, some 14 months 
after police ousted the Occupy 
Ottawa protesters from Confed¬ 
eration Park in late November 
2011. It took the NCC until last 
week to provide documents in 
response to an access-to-infor¬ 
mation request. 

Notes from a meeting held 
before the Ottawa occupation 
started show there was talk the 
protesters might also target Par¬ 
liament Hill, the prime minis¬ 
ter’s residence, the Privy Coun¬ 
cil Office and the U.S. Embassy. 

An RCMP intelligence report 
shows the Mounties picked up 
Occupy pamphlets and litera¬ 
ture after the protesters met at 
the University of Ottawa. They 
also questioned campus secur¬ 
ity about the number of people 
in the room, the Canadian press

Quebec’s provincial police 
and workplace safety board 
have launched an investiga¬ 
tion into a deadly landslide at 
a quarry near Montreal. 

Officers will try to deter¬ 
mine the circumstances of 
the accident now that the 
recovery effort is over, said 
police spokesman Gregory 
Gomez on Sunday. 

The bodies of two missing 
workers — a woman and a 
man — were pulled from the 
rubble on Saturday, four days 
after a landslide at the gravel 
quarry in L’Epiphanie. 

Police will examine 
whether the company operat¬ 
ing the quarry, Maslcimo Con¬ 
struction Inc., followed the 
appropriate safety protocols, 
Gomez said in an interview. 

“We’ve done some analy¬ 
sis on the site and in the pit,” 
he said. 

“We’re going to try to de¬ 
termine what happened, the 
sequence of events and if 
there is criminal wrongdoing 
in this incident.” 

Maslcimo Construction 
has come under scrutiny be¬ 
fore. The company was fined 
in 2008 after failing to follow 
safety protocols when a work-

When survivor Benoit 
Robert spoke with reporters 
last week, he said he didn’t 
blame his employer and de¬ 
scribed them as responsible. 

Jacques Nadeau, spokes¬ 
man for Quebec’s workplace 
safety board, said the inves¬ 
tigation would include inter¬ 
viewing workers at the site 
and geological experts. 

“We’ll have to look at the 
history behind the company, 
but every accident is unique,” 
he said, adding that the inves¬ 
tigation would take about six 
months, the Canadian press

“Any kind of possession 
conviction means a lifetime 
ban on crossing the U.S. bor¬ 
der,” Larsen said, adding that 
someone charged but not 
convicted can still be refused 
entry to the States. 

Wilkinson plans to join 
the Sensible B.C. campaign.

Iraqi mobile phone service 
provider Asiacell sold a 25 
per cent stake to investors 
Sunday on the Iraq Stock 
Exchange in what the head

float on the ISX, which was 
set up in 2004, a year after 
a U.S.-led invasion toppled 
Iraqi dictator Saddam Hus¬ 
sein.

Is streaming 
music worth 
paying for? 
Canadians 
think not 

A slew of streaming music 
services have come to Canada, 
and more are likely on the 
way, but while tech-sawy con¬ 
sumers seem to enjoy listening 
to music online, relatively few 
want to pay. 

There are more than a 
dozen competitors to choose 
from in Canada, including free 
radio-style options such as CBC 
Music and Songza, and fee- 
based a la carte listening plat¬ 
forms with milhons of songs to 
access, such as Deezer, HMV’s 
The Vault, Rara and Rdio. 

A recent report by the De¬ 
partment of Canadian Heritage 
suggested many Canadians are 
interested in streaming — but 
most want it to be free. 

About one in three poll 
respondents said they were 
very or somewhat likely to sub¬ 
scribe to a free online music 
service, while just 17 per cent 
said they would likely pay a 
monthly fee for a subscription- 
based service.

Twitter hacking may 
affect 250K accounts

Company has not 
said whether China is 
behind security breach 


Twitter is among the latest U.S. 
companies to report that it is 
part of a growing list of victims 
of Internet security attacks, 
saying that hackers may have 
gained access to information 
on 250,000 of its more than 200 
million active users. And now, 
The Washington Post is joining 
the chorus, revealing the dis¬ 
covery of a sophisticated cyber- 
attack in 2011. 

Twitter said in a blog post on 
Friday it detected attempts to 
gain access to its user data ear¬ 
lier in the week. It shut down 
one attack moments after it 
was detected. 

But Twitter discovered that 
the attackers may have stolen 
user names, email addresses 
and encrypted passwords be¬ 
longing to 250,000 users they 
describe as “a veiy small per¬ 
centage of our users.” The com¬ 
pany reset the pilfered pass¬ 
words and sent emails advising 
the affected users. 


The Twitter attack comes on 
the heels of recent hacks into 
the computer systems of U.S. 
companies, including The New 
York Times and The Wall Street 
Journal. Both newspapers re¬ 
ported last week that their 
computer systems had been 
infiltrated by China-based hack¬ 
ers, likely to monitor media 
coverage the Chinese govern¬ 
ment deems important. 

On Friday, The Washington 
Post disclosed that it was also 


the target of a sophisticated 
cyberattaclc, which was dis¬ 
covered in 2011 and was first 
reported by an independent 
cybersecurity blog. 

Twitter didn’t provide 
any clues as to whether it be¬ 
lieves that China was behind 
its hack. However, the blog 
post by the company’s direc¬ 
tor of information security, 
Bob Lord, made clear that the 
hackers knew what they were

What on Earth would make the 
city think that those professions would be any better at picking 
a good name than you, me or my aunt Millie? Given the abys¬ 
mal quality of the names that were chosen, I am not surprised 
those “professionals” choose to remain nameless. 

According to Mr. Sousa, naming our LRT lines is an import¬ 
ant part of growing our city. Really? I would have thought there 
were many more important things for the city to concern itself 
with.

Scientists to reveal

Dealing with dinnertime 
stress? Here’s what not to say 


Diet. Choice and 
praise may not be the 
best way to go at the 
dinner table

As parents, we want our kids 
to eat a well-balanced diet and 
grow to enjoy a wide variety of 
healthy foods. 

In our well-intentioned ef¬ 
forts, we often verbally encour¬ 
age or discourage them to eat 
certain foods, only to increase 
picky eating tendencies or send 
the wrong messages about 
foods. 

Here are some things that 
parents often say to their lads 
about food and why they may 
not be the best things to say. 


1. "You must have at least three 
more bites of your vegetables 
before you can have dessert." 


When ldds feel that they have 
to eat one food in order to be 
rewarded with another, they 
automatically associate the first 
food with being less desirable. 
Instead, offer a variety of foods, 
including vegetables, at dinner¬ 
time. 

Encourage your child to 
taste his veggies, and if he 


doesn’t like it, he can politely 
spit it out in his napkin. 


2. "You are such a good girl for eat¬ 
ing everything on your plate!" 


What your child hears after you 
make this statement is, “I am a 
good girl if I finish all of the food 
on my plate, so I better do that 
again tomorrow.” 

What you actually want as a 
parent is for your child to stop 
eating when she’s comfortably 
full. Sometimes that means 
a clean plate, sometimes it 
doesn’t. 

Cleaning our plates no mat¬ 
ter what often translates into 
eating beyond fullness, and over 
time, gaining unhealthy weight. 


3. "We don't eat cookies in our 
house because they are bad 
for us." 


Labelling foods as “good” or 
“bad” automatically makes your 
child feel like she is “good” for 
eating “good foods” and “bad” 
for eating “bad foods.” 

Truthfully, all foods can fit 
into a healthy diet, even if some 
of those foods aren’t as healthy 
as others. 

Instead, say: “We like to 
have lots of different foods in 
our house, including cookies 
sometimes. Maybe we can bake 
some together tomorrow and 
have one after dinner tomor¬ 


row night.” 


4. "I know you don't like the lasa- 
gna I'm making, so what would 
you like for dinner instead?" 


Giving your child control over 
what he eats for dinner will 
discourage him from trying 
new and different foods, might 
actually encourage picky eat¬ 
ing habits and will eventually 
drive you crazy. Eveiyone in 
the family should be offered 
the same meal. There should be 
three to four different foods to 
choose from. For example: lasa- 
gna, whole grain bread, cut up 
veggies and dip, salad, and milk. 
Your child should be offered all 
of these foods, and she can pick. 
She might choose four pieces of 
bread. And that’s OK — you’ve 
done your job by offering a var¬ 
iety of different foods and the 
ball is in her court now. 

Eveiy child will go through 
a picky eating stage — it’s nor¬ 
mal. It can be frustrating and 
worrisome for parents, but it 
also offers an opportunity to 
help children develop a healthy 
relationship with food. Keep re¬ 
introducing foods, even if they 
are refused. Praise your ldds for 
listening to their tummies and 
trying new foods (even if they 
politely spit it out).

Being mindful of our nice-to-nag ratio 



Hands down, my greatest chal¬ 
lenge as a mother is trying to 
stay calm and facilitate growth 
through the natural wild behav¬ 
iour children have. I want to be 
calm, but wow, it is hard to do. 

So I ask myself a question 
every day to help me stay fo¬ 
cused on being calm What will 
be my nice-to-nag ratio? 

Every family who has come 
to see me in my psychotherapy 
practice with “misbehaving chil¬ 
dren” has had a veiy low nice-to- 
nag ratio. Children use behav¬ 
iour to communicate until they 
can find the words to express 
themselves, and misbehaving 
children and their parents can 
get into a pattern where the 


bulk of any communication to 
that child is corrective. “Stop it! 
Why are you doing that? Why 
won’t you listen?” Again, it can 
be hard to be nice to a child 
who, in your mind, is always 
blowing it. 

“Your ability to enjoy your 
child may be the most import¬ 
ant factor in his development,” 
according to Laura Markham, 
PhD, author of Peaceful Parents, 
Happy Kids. 

If I can stop myself from 
hurting or scaring my child or 
continually being on my child’s 
back when they need direc¬ 
tion, I won’t be contributing to 
their negative self-talk. Children 
push away from their parents 


when they experience too much 
wounding from them. 

Do you like to be around 
people who are continually on 
your case? No, and neither do 
your children. An exhausted, 
mother of a “rebellious teen” 
said, “I wish someone would 
have told me this when my 
daughter was little. How can I 
possibly take back all those days 
I constantly nagged her? Help 
me get her back.” Thankfully, 
I can report that after a year 
of that mom’s conscious deci¬ 
sion to communicate with her 
daughter openly, she is well on 
her way to getting her daughter 
back.

For this recipe, simply marin¬ 
ate boneless pork for a couple 
of hours or overnight, then put 
it in the slow cooker. 

The result will be tender 
enough to be shredded, or 
“pulled,” apart. The sauce can 
easily be prepared while the 
pork is cooling. 

1. In a bowl, combine 15 ml (1 
tbsp) of the brown sugar, pap¬ 
rika, chili powder, mustard and 
salt. Rub over all sides of pork. 
Cover and refrigerate for at 
least 2 hours or overnight.

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) cayenne pep¬ 
per 

• 375 ml (1 1/2 cups) tomato- 
based chili sauce 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) cider vinegar 

• 15 ml(1tbsp) soy sauce 

• Kaiser buns, warmed 

• Coleslaw 


2. Place pork in five to six- 
quart slow cooker. Whisk soup 
mix and broth; pour over pork. 
Cover and cook on low 8 to 10 
hours or on high 4 to 5 hours, 
until pork shreds easily with a 
fork. Transfer pork to a plate 
and let cool slightly. 

3. Using spoon, remove excess 
fat from surface of sauce. Pour 
sauce into a large saucepan and 


bring to a boil. Reduce heat and 
simmer for about 20 minutes, 
until syrupy. Stir in remaining 
brown sugar, cayenne, chib 
sauce, vinegar and soy sauce; 
simmer for 10 minutes to blend 
flavours. Adjust seasoning with 
salt and cayenne, if desired. 

4. Transfer pork to a cutting 
board and add accumulated 
juices to sauce. Using two forks, 


shred pork, placing it in a serv¬ 
ing bowl. (This is a super-messy 
job, but worth the effort.) 
Pour 250 ml (1 cup) sauce over 
shredded meat, turning pork 
to absorb sauce. Serve pork 
on warmed buns, topped with 
coleslaw, with extra sauce for 
dipping, best of bridge slow cooker

Hamelin doubles 
up on gold in Russia 


Ravens turn off 
the lights on 49ers 


Short-track star Charles 
Hamelin won his second 
gold medal in as many 
days to lead a three-medal 
effort by Canadians at the 
Samsung ISU World Cup 
on Sunday in Sochi, Russia. 

Hamelin, from Sainte- 
Julie, Que., finished first 
in the 1,000 metres, while 
Gabrielle Waddell of Red 
Deer, Alta., won her first 
individual medal, taking 
bronze in the women’s 
500 metres. Waddell later 
helped the women’s relay 
team win silver. 

Hamelin, who won the 
men’s 500 on Saturday, 
earned his latest gold 
with a time of one minute 
25.159 seconds. 

“I was trying to be more 
patient and save energy 
for the end,” said Hamelin. 
“So in the middle of the 
race, I tried a pass on the 
outside, but I got caught by 
the Korean with his deep 
track and I almost fell. I 
didn’t panic. I got back on 
my blades and got back to 
the pack. 

“There was a lot of 
action, but I was able to 
make my way through to 
first and win the race. I 
hope this is going to be a 
good sign for me in one 
year.” 

Semen Elistratov of Rus¬ 
sia was second and Amer¬ 
ican J.R. Celski finished 
third. Jinkyu Noh of South 
Korea settled for fourth.

Super Bowl. San Fran 
nearly climbs all the way 
back following power 
outage, but Baltimore 
holds on to win its 
second NFL title 


From blowout to blackout to 
shootout, Joe Flacco and the 
Baltimore Ravens had just 
enough power to survive one of 
the most electric Super Bowls 
ever. 

The outage flipped a switch 
for the San Francisco 49ers, but 
the Ravens used a last-gasp de¬ 
fensive stand to hold on Sunday 
night, 34-31. 

America’s biggest sport¬ 
ing event came to a half-hour 
standstill in the third quarter 
when most of the Superdome 
lights and the scoreboards went 
dark. By then, the Ravens had a 
22-point lead.

Eveiything changed after 
that, though, and the 49ers 
staged a sensational rally be¬ 
fore Ray Lewis and Co. shut it 
down. But there were plenty of 
white-knuclde moments and 
the Ravens (14-6) had to make 
four stops inside their seven at 
the end. 

For a Super Bowl with so 
many subplots, it almost had to 
end this way. 

Flacco’s arrival as a cham¬ 
pionship quarterback coincides 
with Lewis’ retirement. 

The sibling rivalry between 
the coaching Harbaughs went 
to John, older than Jim by 15 


months. 

“How could it be any other 
way? It’s never pretty. It’s never 
perfect. But it’s us,” John Har- 
baugh said. “It was us today.” 

At four hours, 14 minutes, 
it was the longest Super Bowl 
ever. Among the most thrilling, 
too. 

The loss of power delayed 
the game 34 minutes and left 
players from both sides stretch¬ 
ing and chatting with each 
other. It also cost Baltimore 
whatever momentum it built, 
and that was considerable after 
Jacoby Jones’ 108-yard kickoff 
return and game MVP Flacco’s 
three touchdown passes made 
it 28-6. 

Back came San Francisco 
(13-5-1) in search of its sixth 
Lombardi Trophy in as many 
tries. 

Michael Crabtree’s 31-yard 
touchdown reception on which 
he broke two tackles made it 
28-13. A couple minutes later, 
Frank Gore’s six-yard run fol¬ 


lowed a 32-yard punt return by 
Ted Ginn Jr., and the 49ers were 
within eight. 

Ray Rice’s fumble at his 24 
led to David Akers’ 34-yard field 
goal, but Baltimore woke up for 
a drive leading to rookie Justin 
Tucker’s 19-yard field goal. 

San Francisco wasn’t done 
challenging, though, and Colin 
Kaepemick’s 15-yard TD run, 
the longest for a quarterback 
in a Super Bowl, made it 31-29. 
A two-point conversion pass 
failed when the Ravens blitzed. 

Tucker added a 38-yarder 
with 4:19 remaining, setting up 
the frantic finish. 

Kaepemiclc couldn’t get the 
49ers into the end zone on the 
final three plays — there was 
contact on Crabtree on the final 
pass that appeared incidental, 
and Jim Harbaugh insisted it 
was pass interference. 

Ravens punter Sam Koch 
took a safety for the final score 
with four seconds left.

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Raonic’s win leads 
Canada over Spain 
in Davis Cup upset 


Tennis. Canucks 
knock off No. l-ranked 
side and advance to 
the second round 


Milos Raonic propelled Canada 
into the second round of the 
Davis Cup World Group Sunday. 

Raonic beat Spain’s Guiller¬ 
mo Garcia-Lopez in straight sets 
— 6-3, 6-4,6-2 — at UBC’s Doug 
Mitchell Thunderbird Sports 
Centre. The win gave Canada 
an insurmountable 3-1 lead in 
the best-of-five tie with one re¬ 
verse singles match to play. 

Raonic was rarely tested by 
Garcia-Lopez, ranked 82nd in 
the world, who made his first 
Davis Cup appearance. Garcia- 
Lopez was inserted into the 
do-or-die match by Spanish cap¬ 
tain Alex Corretja, who made a 
late lineup change in a bid to 
right Spain’s fortunes. 

Canada entered play with 
a 2-1 lead and needed just one 
win in its final two singles 


matches to claim the tie. 

Garcia-Lopez replaced Mar¬ 
cel Granollers, who was tagged 
as Spain’s top singles player for 
this event as the five-time Davis 
Cup champion was missing its 
four top players. 

Garcia-Lopez tried to 
counter Raonic’s power with 
several cross-court shots in a 
bid to get the world’s 15th- 
ranlced player running around 
the court. 

But Raonic, from Thorn¬ 
hill, Ont., had little difficulty 
returning Garcia-Lopez’s at¬ 
tempts. Canada’s top singles 
player got off to a hot start as 
he opened with back-to-back 
aces and won the game at love 
with a well-placed volley in the 
back comer opposite Garcia- 
Lopez. Raonic took a 3-2 lead in 
the first set with another ace as 
he launched a 220 km/h serve 
past his opponent. 

After coming back to break 
Garcia-Lopez’s serve in the 
sixth game, the players held 
serve the rest of the way as Ra¬ 
onic took the opening set 6-3.

Bosh helps lift Heat to 
100-85win over Raptors 



Chris Bosh lifted the Miami 
Heat to victory over his old 
team on Sunday — and then 
he thanked Toronto fans for 
helping him do so. 

Bosh, who was received by 
a choms of boos during team 
introductions, scored 13 of his 
28 points in the fourth quarter 
as the Heat defeated the Rap¬ 
tors 100-85 on Sunday for their 
10th consecutive victory over 
Toronto. 

“I was hearing a lot from 
the fans,” said Bosh, who de¬ 
parted for Miami in a sign- 
and-trade deal in the 2010 
off-season. “I thank them for 
continuing to stay on me and 
call me names and stuff be¬ 
cause that helped my focus a 
lot. I was like, ‘I need to get in 
this to shut them up.’” 

LeBron James poured in a 
game-high 30 points, while 
Dwyane Wade added 23 points 
for the Heat (30-14). 

The loss spoiled strong ef¬ 
forts by new Raptors forward 
Rudy Gay, who scored 29 
points, and DeMar DeRozan, 
who added 27. 

“I wouldn’t say I’m 100 per 
cent comfortable,” said Gay, 
two days after joining his new 
team. “I’m still feeling my way 
out there. I still think this is 
a game we could’ve won. We 
still have a couple things to 
iron out in practice.” 

Kyle Lowry added 10 points 


for Toronto (17-31), while Aaron 
Grey had a game-high 12 re¬ 
bounds to go with six points. 

Wade added 23 points for 
the Heat (30-14). 

Raptors coach Dwane Casey 
knew the Heat would be hun- 
giy, coming off a 102-89 loss 
Friday in Indiana. 

“They’re going to be like a 
bunch of wet hens,” Casey said 
before the game. “They’re go¬ 
ing to be really, really ready to 
play.” 

Toronto, meanwhile, was 
coming off a thrilling 98-73 vic- 
toiy over the Los Angeles Clip¬ 


pers in Gay’s Raptors debut. 

Toronto led by eight in 
the second quarter, but were 
trailing 71-67 by the end of 
the third, and six consecutive 
points by Bosh gave the Heat a 
six-point lead with 5:41 left. 

“They’re the defending 
champs,” Gay said. “I say for 
three and a half quarters we 
played them as well as any¬ 
body in the league. The fact 
that we haven’t been together 
for a long time, they exposed 
that in the fourth and a little 
bit in the third.”

Habs’ Padoretty has 
knack for comebacks 


NHL Padoretty returns 
ahead of schedule 
from appendix surgery 
to provide key assist in 
Montreal's victory 


It took Max Padoretty one 
shift to show he has com¬ 
pletely recovered from appen¬ 
dix surgeiy. 

Only eight days after an 
emergency appendectomy, 
the left-winger found a puck 
in the slot and slid it to the 
net for David Desharnais to 
tip in for a goal that helped 
the Montreal Canadiens to a 
2-1 victory over the Ottawa 
Senators on Sunday after¬ 
noon. 

Padoretty, who was ex¬ 
pected to be out for three to 
four weeks, looked strong as 
ever as he skated a regular 
shift on the top line with De¬ 
sharnais and Erik Cole and 
picked up his fifth point in 
four games played this season. 

“I just trusted that those 
two battling would make the 
right play, and it ended up

right on my stick,” he said of 
the goal that tied the game 1-1 
at only 2:13 of the period after 
Jakob Silfverberg opened the 
scoring for Ottawa. 

“That’s what I mean about 
them doing the heavy lifting 
early on.” 

Padoretty’s ability to 
bounce back from injuries 
causes fans and even his team¬ 
mates to shake their heads in 
wonder. 

In the 2010-11 season, he 
was stretched off the Bell Cen¬ 
tre with a concussion and a 
broken vertebrae in his neck 
after crashing head first into a 
stanchion. But he was back on 
his feet within days. 

He missed the last 15 
games of the regular season 
and the first round of the play¬ 


offs but might have been back 
if the Canadiens had gone fur¬ 
ther into the post-season. 

He responded with a break¬ 
out, 33-goal season in 2011- 
12 and was awarded the Bill 
Masterton Trophy for persis¬ 
tence and dedication. 

Padoretty said resilience is 
something he has learned. 

“I look at adversity as a 
good thing,” he said. “I’ve had 
to deal with a lot in my career, 
whether it be injuries or get¬ 
ting sent down. 

“I’ve had a bumpy road 
here in Montreal and I 
wouldn’t change any of it for a 
second. It’s made me the play¬ 
er and the person I am and I’m 
thankful to have got all these 
opportunities.” 

Cole had the winner later 
in the first period for the 
Canadiens (6-2-0), who swept 
home games on consecutive 
afternoons after a 6-1 win over 
the Buffalo Sabres on Satur¬ 
day. 

The Senators (5-3-1) were 
coming off a 1-0 loss in Caro¬ 
lina on Friday night and are 
struggling to score with top 
centre Jason Spezza out with 
a sore back. 

Goaltenders Carey Price 
and Craig Anderson were both 
at the top of their games as Ot¬ 
tawa outshot Montreal 33-32.
